The  manifest  mistake  in  in  fix- 
ing an  age  ilmit.  I*et  efficiency  be  the  limit. 
It  might  Im  well  for  some  to  he  retired  long 
before  they  reach  fin.  and  it  is  sure  that 
others  might  he  more  useful  after  f*.'i  than 
ever  before.  Any  one  of  evnn  limited  ae. 
rpiaiutanee  recalls  several  who  did  their  best 
work  after  fi.r».  We  are  not  in  sympathy 
with  the  Osier  doctrine,  that  one’s  useful- 
ness Ceases  at  (>0.

This  need  have  no  bear- 
ing whatever  upon  our  duty  and  responsi- 
bilities. for  we  know  assuredly  from  the 
Scripture*  that  God  is  dealing  with  ns.  not 
from  the  standpoint  of  His  foreknowledge 
but  from  | the  standpoint  of  our  obedience. 
If  wc  are  willingly  obedient  to  Him.  then 
He  could  not  have  foreknown  otherwise  re- 
specting US. 

The  Lord  is  dealing  with  his  church  of 
this  Gospel  age  according  to  certain  princi- 
ples set  forth  in  the  Scriptures,  and  it  is 
for  us  to  obey  or  disobey  his  instructions, 
according  to  our  will,  God’s  fore  knowledge 
in  no  sefise  or  degree  interfering  with  our 
liberties.!’

The  Raptst  Record  koines  regularly  and 
hears  the  mark  of  steady  and  rapid  im- 
provement. May  God  bless  its  editor  in  h;s 
successful  efforts  to  give  the  Baptists  of 
Mississippi  a great  paper. 

I-ouitnana  Baptists  are  facing  the  rising 
sun  of  a brighter  day.

Kfverv  one  of  them  belie* -s  that  .Jesus 
meant  just  exactly  what  he  said,  when  he 
said,  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature.”  There  is 
not  a single  man  on  earth  hut  what  be- 
lieves it  just  ns  quickly  as  he  does  any 
part  of  the  word.  They  are  missionaries. 
They  call  themselves  anti-missionaries  when 
they  are  no  more  opposed  to  missions  than  l 

am.  , . ... 

They  nre  opposed  to  the  giving  of  the 

almightv  dollar  wliieh  it  takes  td  send  the 
gospel  message.  That  is  where  the  trouble 
is.
